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OYSTER-TAKING SEASON
ENDS BY LAW APRIL 25

Summer Supplies Obtainable
Only From Private Beds.
Length of Closed Season.

Under the fisheries laws of the states of
Maryland and Virginia all taking of oys-
ters from the natural beds in their waters
after April 25 will be illegal. In fact,
the season is now all but closed, for it is
only in the Potomac proper, and not in
its tributaries, that tongers are allowed
to work at this time, and April 25 this
will be stopped by law. As the dredging
season closed over a month ago, the end-
ing of the tonging time will bring the
catching of oysters for the market here
to an end. This does not mean that
those who wish oysters will not be able
to obtain them, for they are on sale from
one end of the year to the other, but
after the close of the ovster season the
supply is obtained from private beds, the
owners of which are allowed to take up
oysters at any time.

Edible ‘All the Year.

The old taIlalcy that oysters were
poisonous if eaten in the months of May,
June, July and August, the months with-
out the letter “R,” has long .since ex-
ploded and they are freely eaten ail the
year around by many persons. It is de-
clared that the oysters in summer are not
as good as those caught at other times,
but this is duec.l oystermen say, to the
warm water and the lack of the proper
food for the oysters. s
Since the close of the dredging season
the receipts of oysters at the whart
market have been light. Last night there
were but three vessels in the docks at
the foot of 11th street, and they had
but few oysters aboard. From the close
of the season until the opening of the
watermelon period, in August, the
oyster wharf is deserted, except by a

few who spend all their time there do-
ing nothing.

Season Reopens in Seﬁtember.

- The tonging season on the Potomac
will reopen in the middle of next Sep-
tember and the dredging season a month
later. This closed season for taking
ovsters allows the beds to remain un-
disturbed, so that the oyster spat float-

ing about in the water can attach itself
to oyster shells or other hard objects
on the beds and start developing into
a marketable oyster. Four years is re-
guired, it is said, for an oyster bed to
grow good oysters for the market. The
spat attaches itself to stones or any
firm substance. A small stone, on ex-
hibition at a wharf oyster house re-
cently, had seventeen oysters, each over
an inch long, attached to it.

On private beds the oysters are raked
over as a farmer rakes his land, for the
purpose of improving them and making
them grow and fatten.

Revenue Cutter Service

With Judge Overfield, the United States
district judge for the Alagka district, and
the officials of his court aboard, the cut-
ter Thetis will, in the coming summer,
do duty as a floating courtroom at vari-
ous points on fhe coast of Alaska. The
Thetis has been performing thle service
for several vears, and in the past week
she was designated by the Secretary of
the Treasury again to take up the work.
The orders to her commanding officer
instruct him to have his vessel at Valdez,
July 13, to take aboard the judge and
court officers, and for six weeks or two

months she will visit various ports and
the court sitting aboard the cutter v.Jal‘:
dispense justice both in civil and crimin

cases, It is stated that since the float-
ing court was inaugurated several years
ago crime in the seldom-visited portions
of Alaska, as well as in the more thick-

ly settled parts, has materially de-
creased. -

Lieut. Leon C. Covell, a Washington
boy, temporarily in command of the

cutter Seminole, picked up at sea about
150 miles northeast of Cape Carnaveral,
coast of Florida, the derelict schooner
Bartholdi. Lieut. Covell in his dispatch
to the department announcing the pick-
ing up of the vessel stated that the
decks were awash, but that he would
endeavor to tow it in to Cape Fear. A
later radiograph from Lieut. Covell an-
nounced that the derelict had broken in
halves and turned upside down, but that
the Seminole would remain by it until
the weather moderated and would then
endeavor to tow it in to where it would
be out of the way of navigation.

Though the winter cruising season is
over, the cutters on the Atlantic coast
are kept busier aiding vessels in trouble
than they were during the winter months.
The Acushnet floated a two-masted
schooner from off East Chop in Vineyard
sound and towed it Into harbor and
later picked up at sea, .about thirteen
miles south of Block Island, a derelict
houseboat, the G. C. Cartwright. The
vessel was in such bad condition that
it could not be towed into harbor, and
had to be destroyed.

The cutter Woodbury spent four days
in Specht Cove, Barton, Nova Scotia,
working on the stranded American
schooner Quicktime of Gloucester, Mass.
The vessel was finally floated and towed
out of the c¢ove to a point where her
master sald the services of the cutter
were no longer needed, and as the vessel
wae unharmed the Woodbury cast off the
two lines and left her to continue her
voyage to a Maine port. \

Having completed winter cruising work
on the New England coast, with Boston
as her headquarters, the cutter Itasca
arrived at the depot at Arundel Cove,
Md., early in the week. The outfit and
other paraphernalia aboard the Itasca are
being transferred to the cutter Gresham,
which has been at the depot for several
monthe undergoing repairs, and in the
coming week the officers and men will
transfer from the Itasca to the Gresham,
which will go to Boston to resume serv-
ice.

Tt is not now known whether the Itasca
will have a class of cadets to take on a
cruise this summer. There i3 now but one
class at the school of instruction at New
London, and they will graduate next
month. Unless authority is given to form
a new class the Itasca will have mno
cadets to take on a training trip and
wlill lie at Arundel Cove until next win-
ter.

The cutter Morrill, now at Arundel
Cove for repairs, will go into commission
under the command of Capt. George C.
Carmine, April 20, and soon after that
date will sail by way of the St. Law-
rence and the great lakes for her sta-
tion at Detroit. Capt. Cantwell, com-
manding the cutter Tuscarora at Mil-
waukee, and First Lieut. Willlam J.
Wheeler, commanding the cutter Mack-
inac at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., have or-
ders to put their vessels in commission
on the opening of navigation, which, it is
thought, will be resumed this week.

In the past week the cutter Yamacraw,
doing duty on the south Atlantic sta-
tion, took twenty-three men off the
steamer Carver, stranded on Tennessee
reef, Florida coast, as the vessel was
breaking up and all hopes of saving her
had been abandoned. The Yamacraw
also floated the Standard Oil Company’s
steamer Astral, whick, with a tow of
barges, had gone ashore at Jupiter, Fla.,
and as both steamer and barges were
damaged the cutter took them to Jack-
sonville.

In response to a cal for assistance the
cutter Acushnet went to the aid of the
schooner Isetta, ashore on West Chop,
Vinevard sound. and, after floating the
vessel, carried her to New Bedford.

Tuesday next the cutter Miami will
sail for the Grand Banks of Newfound-
land to relieve the cutter Seneca on ice
patrol duty. She will remain on the pa-
trol for fifteen days, when she will be
relieved In turn by the Seneca, which, In
the meantime, will have gone to Hali-
fax, Nova Scotia, for stores and coal.

CONSUMERS' LEAGUE
10 HOLD CONVENTION

Mrs. Harvey Wiley, Its Presi-
dent, Tells of Discussions
to Begin Monday.

The officers of the Consumer® League
of the Distriect of Columbia have issued
a number of invitations to their second
annual meeting, which is to take place
Monday, at 4:45 p.m., at Rauscher’'s, Ad-
mission is free to the public.

Speakers will be Representative An-
drew Peters of Massachusetts and Miss
Frances Perkins of New York. Mr.
Peters will speak on the Peters-La Fol-
lette bill, fixing an eight-hour workday
for women In the Distriet of Columbia,
which has just been reintroduced into
both houses of Congress, and Miss Per-
kins will speak on the general aspect of
such protective legislation.

““Our discussion this year,” Mrs. Har-
vey Wiley, the president of the local
league, sald yesterday, ‘‘will be confined
to the question of legislation., The orig-
inal policy of the National Consumers’
League, when it was founded twenty-
three vears ago, was to try to ameliorate
the conditions of working women and
children by a ‘policy of persuasion,” the
consumer, or purchaser, bringing pres-
sure to bear on her own tradespeople who
were employers of "labor. By degrees,
however, the pioneers of the movement
saw that what they could accomplish by
this means was strictly limited, and that
thev would have to have recourse to
legislation in order to protect the well
intentioned employer against the compe-
tition of his unscrupulous rival.

Consumers’ League Standards.

“The Consumers’ League has stand-
ards in regard to hours, wages and gen-
eral sanitation and fire protectlon, which
it considers absolutely essential to the
physical welfare of the working women
of the country. These standards it Is
trying to enforce by statute in state after
state. Several of Iits standards have
been incorporated into the platform ol
the bull moose party, but It was the
social workers and not the politicians
who put them there.

“The two social questions which have
this winter particularly challenged the
attention of the city have been the pros
and cons of votes for women and what
we are going to do about sexual im-
morality.

“Well, both of these questions are
closely related to this program of ours
of restricting the hours of labor and
raising wages by legislation In the so-
called parasite industries. Working
women need the vote to voice their own
protest against the shortcomings of the
present industrial system. Don’t you see
that a fight for an eight-hour law or
a minimum wage law for women is won
as soon as women become a political
factor?

Question of Morality.

“As to the question of morality, you
may institute all the reforms there are
and they will none of them have a
chance to operate so long as we ignore
the economics of the situation. Just so
long as young ill-nourished girls are toll-
ing longer hours than their strength can

FISH RECEIPTS HEAVIER.

Shad and Herring More Plentiful

Than They Were Friday.

Receipts of shad and herring at the
fish wharf by vessel from the nets in tha
lower river show a large increase over
those of Friday, though they are some-
what short of those early in the week.
Seven vessels, practically all power crafr,
tied up at the wharf and they had aboard
119,600 herring and 700 shad, with some

few bunch fish. It was planned to cut
herring yesterday, but the downpour of
rain and the fact that leaks in the roofs

of the packing houses dripped water on
the salting benches prevented any work
being done. Reports received from the
fishermen drifting nets in the wvicinity of
Glymont and in the river below Alexan-
dria state that good catches of shad are
being made and that forty or fifty on a
drift is not at all uncommon. As yet
the haul seines at Chapman's and Fairy
landings are making light catches, but

the fishermen have hopes of larger
catches when the weather clears up and
becomes warmer, provided there is no

heavy current in tHe river.
